When they alight from the train the 
twain are met by a third party who 
cairies a gup and overcoat and pre- 
tends he came in on the same train and 
knows a good place to put up for the 
night 
They pioceed acioss the street 


to a saloon run by a man named Wal- 
lace in the Clarendon hotel Here he is j 
asked to take a drink 
His new-found 


friend steeis him into a dice game pie- 
paied foi his benefit and the rest is 
easy 


The game is biief, but disastrous to 


the 
sucker ' Tie suddenly a\\akes to 


the fact! that he is broke and in a stt ange 
land, and in nine cases out of ten is 
glad of the opportunity to 
get out 


alive 


This is the re ison the officers gl\* 


for not being able to bi ing about a 
conviction although fully aware that 
the game is being \\orked and have the 
members of the gang spotted

what was best to do |n the matter, 
this man Golden walked into my office 
and introduced himself. I told him I 
was glad to see him. He said I had one 
of his boys under arrest and was anx- 
ious to have him released 
I charged 


him with crooked 
work, 
which he 


strenuously denied as far as he was 
personally concerned, 
but 
admitted 


that perhaps the boys were doing a lit- 
tle ' business" on the Toad, but were 
not operating in town 


Having absolutely no evidence on 


which to hold these men I was com- 
pelled to release them, which I did on 
the following day, after warning them 
that they must cease their dirty work 
and get out of town 


Nohting more was reported to me 


until last Saturday \\hen Officer Mef- 
fly caught a member of the gang nam- 
ed Loomis who had buncoed a man 
named Priest out of $110 at Wallace's 
saloon 
Loomis was brought into my 


office and commanded to disgorge 
He 


emptied, his pockets and sleeves and 
$335 was dug up fiom vaiious parts 
of his person 
I asked him if he had 


buncoed Pnest 
At first he denied it, 


but finally admitted he had gotten $100 
and his pal $10 I a«ked him if he -\\as 
willing to lefund the money 
At flist 


he demuired but later consented 


I then called Police Judge Richaid- 


son in and asked him how much cash 
bail he desiied foi the man's appear- 
ance 
It ^as fixed at $100 The bal- 


ance I returned and released the pr j>> 
onei ordering him to appeal on Mon- 
day morning for trial 
I realised that 


Judge Richardson had no jurisdiction 
in the jCase and called up District At., 
toi ney Pike for advice He acl\ ised the 
police judge to turn the bail money 
ovei to him 
This Richardson declined 


to do \\ith the result that on Monday 
Attoiney Leishman appeared accom 
panied by Loomis with a written de

District Attorney Pike 


The Journal next called on Distiict 


Attornev Pike who substantiated Chief 
Leepei s statements to the lettei so fa.i 
as thej had been brought to his no- 
tice 
He said that when rumors of the 


operations of the gang were brought to 
him he bad told the sheriff, constable 
and chief to get Dome of the victims 
to entei a complaint and he would 
attend to the balance Up to the pres- 
ent nobody had 
appeal ed, although 


numerous robberies had occurred With 
respect to the incident of Judge Rlch^ 
ardson's refusal to turn the money over 
as above stated, he said a blunder haot 
been made ancf the only chance for a 
prosecution was allowed to pass 


Sheriff Hayes 


Was found in his office and ready 


to talk. He said he had known of the 
existence of the gang for some time 
He had met Golden during the carnival 
last year. 
At that time he orderea 


Golden to leave town and not return 
"I aaw him no more 
until about a 


month ago, when I again ordered him 
to leave 
The next time I saw Golden 


was last Sunday morning. While talk- 
ing with him I saw Mayor Turrittin 
passing and called him over and in- 
troduced him. I asked him why he 
had come back and he said he had been 
given to understand that as the city 
government had been instituted and 
the sheriff's office no longer took part 
in city affairs it would be safe for him 
to return " 


Mayor Turrittin 


When seen last evning corroborated 


Sheriff Hayes in every partlculai. He 
said Golden had brazenly admitted his 
connection with the gang, but dis- 
claimed any intention to operate on 
the people of Reno 
When asked his 


business he said with a suave smile, 
"Separating suckers fiom their mon- 
ey" 


Officers Tatum and Ferrel 


When seen togethei at police head- 


quaiteis, 
admitted that 
they were 


aware of the game that

CELEBRATION AT FORT 


DODGE AND CEDAR FALLS. 


A Number of 
Distinguished

CEDAR FALLS, la, June 2.—West- 


ern Iowa this morning; paid hearty 
tribute to President Roosevelt as he 
journeyed across the State en route to 
the East. The first blgr demonstration 
of the day was at Denison, where the 
Presidential special arrived at an early 
hour over the Illinois Central Railway. 
After breakfasting in the car the Pres- 
ident's party were taken for a diive 
about the city, the line of march In- 
cluding the high school building, where 
hundreds of pupils were congregated, 
and the homes of Secretary Shaw and 
Congressman Conner. 
Grand Army 


veterans and a company of the Iowa 
Guard acted as escort to the President. 
The parade came to an end at the 
Junction of five streets, where a speak- 
er's stand had been erected and from 
which the President addressed a crowd 
of fully 10,000 people

crowd greeted the distinguished travel- 
er. En route to Cedar Falls, where a 
similar 
demonstration 
awaited 
the 


President, every cross-road and way- 
station had its little group of men, 
women and children, anxious to catch 
a glimpse of the chief executive of 
the nation as the special train sped 
by. Governor Cummins and a number 
of other distinguished lowans joined 
the Presidential train early in the fore- 
noon and remained with the party 
through the day.

EXPORTS STEADILY AND 


RAPIDLY INCREASING. 


Figures Up to This Time Show no Jus- 


tification of Rumors of Falling'Off in 


General Foreign Commerce. 


WASHINGTON. D. C., June 2.—The 


alarms which have been sounded dur- 
ing the past two years regarding1 the 
trade relations between 
the 
United 


States and certain other countries of 
the world flnd no justification in the 
figures of our commerce 
up to this 


time.' ' The three countries which have 
been mentioned from time to time as 
likely to decrease their 
importations 


from the United States are Russia, 
Austria-Hungary 
and 
Germany. A 


study In the latest figures of the treas- 
ury bureau of statistics regarding pur 
Imports and exports show a steady 
growth in the trade relations with all 
of these countries, and Indicates that 
our commerce with each of them is 
likely to be larger in the present fis- 
cal year than in any previous year 


This is true both of the imports and 


the exports. 
To each of these three 


countries our exports are steadily and 
rapidly increasing and from each of 
them our Imports are also steadily In- 
creasing. This is strongly marked in 
the figures of our trade relations with 
Russia in the present fiscal year. The 
latest figures show that our exports to 
Russia for the nine months ending 
April were nearly double those of the 
coresponding period in any year of the 
last decade, and that our imports from 
Russia are also steadily and rapidly 
increasing, being double those of 1899 
and three times those of 1894. The 
figures regai ding our trade relations 
with Germany and Austria-Hungary 
show a corresponding increase

SUBMARINE VESSELS. 


T 


HE! successful test of a Holland submarine torpedo 


boat off the1 Pacific coast a few days since has re- 


vived interest in that wonderful invention. Naval experts 
generally are of the opinion that submarine vessels of the 
Hollar/d type are thoroughly practicable and that their 
general use will tend to revolutionize naval warfare 
Es- 


pecially valuable will submarine boats be as coast de- 
Tenfee 
auxiliaries. 


/Hostile fleets will be far less likely to approach an 


Xsnemy's coast line if they knew that the enemy is well 
/supplied with submarine boats that may at any moment 
' <blo\v gaping holes in the-ir hulls. "With a fleet of sub- 


marine vessels It would be possible to meet an enemy a 
hundred miles or so from land and cripple or destroy its 
•ships of battle before they could fire a gun. 


In fact, there is nothing about a submarine boat to fire 


at. Under noitnal conditions only a small speck of it 
shows above the surface of the water and in times of 
'emergency this speck di ops out of sight for hours at a 
time. The moral effect of the torpedo boat, therefoie, is 
one of the strongest counts in its favor. The anxiety it 
will cause to warring seamen will be tremenduous 


Here are the prerequisites of a submai me boat as laid 


•down by a former commander in the United States navy, 
T\ M. Barker, who tanks as an expert 
He saye the boat 


should first be able to steer a coutse and peifoim the nec- 
cessary operations, it must have speed and a sufficient 
supply of air to support life foi several hours, ot the means 
of purifying the ait 


Of course, the boat mu&t be big enough to carry the 


neccessary maehineiy and ctew, it must be able to use and 
fall either \\ho stationary or at speed, the crew must be 
•able to enter .''ul leave the boat without external aid, the 
danger of co1' ;>se> must be guarded against, and the boat 
-must be ptoj- ily aimed in ordei to be certain to sink the 
•enemy. It 'a claimed that all of these requitements and 
moie are < rmpletely met by the Holland boat 


If the 'Maims aie well founded, the United States 


should lof-o no time in adding a number of them to her 
navy. England, Fiance- and other poweis aie now exper- 
imenting \\lth submarines, Fiance leading all the rest. 
Only a shoit time ago, says CommanderBarker in a letter 
to the Fo'um for Apul, a mimic attack was made on a 
squaclion of the Fionch navy by a submai me flotilla. 


First a quantity of bottles was floated out of the harbor 


on the ebb tide in order to confuse the warships, whose 
•commandeis weie looking for the mirrors used by sub- 
marine boats to steer by 
The ruse was so successful that 


•every vessel was technically destioyed before a shot could 
t>e fired. 


HIGH PRICES 


A 


CCORDING to a statement from the treasury bureau 
of statistics high prices are quite as much the rule 


In England as in the United States at the present time. 
3Prof. Sauerbeck's annual statement "Prices of Commodit- 
ies," published in the Journal of the Biitish Royal Statis- 
tical Society, for March 31, 1903, shows high prices in food- 
stuffs, In iron and in textiles, during the year 1902. The 
statement begins with a series of "Index numbers" tables 
showing Index prices for groups of articles from 1S93 to 
1902. 
The index number for the group designated "vege- 


table food" stands at 63 for the year 1902, against 60 in 
1899 and 53 in 1896, that for "animal food" stands 87 in 
1902, aguinst 77 m 1898 and 73 in 1896; that for "minerals" 
^stands at 82 in 1902 against 70 in 1898 and 62 in 1896; that 
Sfor "textiles" stands at 61 in 1902, against 51 in 1896; and 
the index number for the group designated "sundty mater- 
ials" stands at 71 in 1902, against 63 in 1898 and 62 in 
^.897. 


Commenting upon commercial conditions the report 


"says: "The exports from the United Kingdom were some- 
^what larger, which svas principally due to American de- 
mand for iron and some other commodities, and to the 
greater exports to South Aft ica. 
Thft shipments, on the

Even should he be elected 
mext year he will be only fifty one years old when his sec- 
ond term expires—really in the prime of life. Should he 
•sit do-wn In idleness for the remainder of his days? He 
•couldn't do it if he would and wouldn't if he could. He 
3s energetic and will be an active worker till he dies. Jef- 


ferson devoted his- time after leaving the 
to founding a great University, an achievement which 
he ranked as one of the three on which Be rested his fame, 
the other two being the writing- of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and the statute of Virginia for religious free- 
dom. 
John Quincy Adams served nearly twenty years in 


Ihe house of representatives after being- president. John 
Tyler served as road overseer and died a member of the 
Confederate congress. 
Andrew Johnson was a United 


States Senator at the time of his death. General Grant 
most unfortunately went into business with Ferdinand 
Ward and most fortunately wrote his memoirs. Cleveland 
and Benjamine Harrison went back to the practice of law, 
very profitably to themselves. All of which goes to show 
that ex-presidents may engage in labor of some sort. If 
President Roosevelt should be elected resident of Harvard 
It would furnish him salary enough to live comfortably and 
in a position worthy of an ex-president. It is said to have 
the ambition of James A. Garfield to spend his life after 
leaving the "White House, if he had lived that long, to 
founding a great university in Ohio. He was one of the 
three great presidential scholars, Jefferson and John Quin- 
cy Adams being the two others. Perhaps President Roose- 
velt should he added to that small but goodly company. 


SUPERVISION OVER FOODS. 


O 


N July 1st a new law will go into effect giving the De- 


partment of Agriculture supervision over foods, 


drugs and liquors imported from abroad, and authorizing 
it to exclude them if they are deletarious to the public 
health. This ought to be followed by laws permitting a 
similar supervision over articles of domest'c production. 
Investigation has shown that many common articles of 
food are largely and sometimes dangerously adulterated 
and the public health must be injured more or less by 
their use. The purpose of the new law is to get ev«n with 
European countries that thave excluded American products 
and it affords at the same time a needed protection to the 
public. " Foieign countries send goods here that they would 
not allow to be consumed at home. We allow adulterated 
goods to be sold here while we refuse them admission from. 
foreign countries. Proper supervision of food products is 
a matter of States rather than Federal Govenment. 


MR. ROCKEFELLER has offered to give two-thirds of 


$100,000 to the University of Nebraska if the people of the 
State will give the other one-third, the sum to be used in 
the erection of a large hall. A perusal of the newspapers 
of the State leads to the opinion that the people of Ne- 
braska think they are able to remember Mr. Rokefeller by 
the ordor of his kerosine.
